Figures show that in 1932, the 


Lee county vote was 15,328. in 1936 


&t was 16,385, and a high of 17,394 


in 1940. Voting figures began to 
drop after 1942 when the registra- 
tion restrictions were placed on 
voting. 


In 1944, -only 15,417 turned out at 


the polls and in 1949 a mere 13,727 
cast ballots. Although the 1952 fig- 
ures break the downward trend, 
the 16,727 total is less than the 
1940 tally. 


Registration restrictions have 


'*thelr place In a metropolitan cen- 


ter where corruption Is more 
likely, In that most voters are un- 
known to election officials. But, 
ft's a detriment In a small com- 
munity where everyone known 
everyone else, Schrock contend- 
ed.

Fires Rage Through South; 
Timber Loss in Millions 
^

The drought-stricken South grimly counted its losses by millions 


of dollars today while thousands of unchecked fires roared through its 
rich timberlands. 


Huge sections of the region's 
hick forests belched smoke and 
flame and covered much of the 
area with a blue-gray haze. Na- 
ional guardsmen hustled into some 
lections to give relief to exhausted 
rangers and volunteer fire-fight- 
ers, most of whom have had scant 
sleep in a week. 


Easy Prey 


A disastrous, summer — long 


drought cost the region uncounted 
millions in crop and pasture losses 
and life the woodlands easy prey 
o the savage, flaming assault. 
All but the fires' weary foes 


were banned from North Georgia 
Friday when Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge declared a state of emer- 
gency. 


In East Tennessee many fires 
aced unabated after eating up 


more than 30 million dollars worth 
of timber. Most of the uncontrolled 
fires were in the southeastern part 
of the state. 


Virginia's loss is estimated at 


more than 40,000 acres with 20 
fires st!il raging in the spjjthwest- 
wn part of the state. 


Close Parks 


All state parks and forests in 


South Carolina were closed to the 
public. In Arkansas hunting has 
been banned and national guards- 
men called into service to douse 
the costly flames. 


The situation has been eased 


somewhat in Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana. 


No rain for 27 days has added 


to the critical fire problem in 
North Carolina.

In addition to dis- 
cussions . in the Departments of 
State and Defense, Eisenhower is 
sending a representative to meet 
with the director of the budget in 
connection with the 1953-54 budget. 


Truman Pressure 


Elsenhower appears to be under 


some pressure from President Tru- 
man to act quickly. 


Truman first reminded the gen- 


eral that the next budget is being 
prepared and said the figures are 
ready for examination. 


Next, he sent an Air Force 


colonel to Augusta, where Eisen-

sion," says Beatrice West, a color 
consultant who has styled the ex-

Miss West explains that color 


can create desirable illusions to 
make a small house took larger 
and to rnlntmtrff> 
poor architec- 


tural proportions or emphasise 
good ones. And she adds that "of 
course, skillfully used color al- 
ways makes a home more attrac- 
tive." Writing in Practical Build- 
er magazine, she makes these spe- 


•clfic suggestions about color's 


fourth dimensional powers: 


1—Roofs. The roof Is normally 


the largest unbroken visible ex- 
panse and sets the color pace for 
the exterior. Light 
and

asphalt shingle colors make a 
house appear higher. Dark and 
neutral colors make the house 
seem lower. New pastel shades in 
asphalt roofing fit low. rambling 
ranch-style architecture, giving it 
^a feeling of importance and great-

—Exterior walls. Light

make a house seem larger, and 
dark tones do the opposite. 


3—Trim. To. increase the appa- 


rent size of a house, paint the trim 
to match the walls. For a house 
in a large home development, an 
exception to this rule is to paint 
the trim in contrasting colors for 
variety and individuality. .

cede and decrease size. A gray 
bouse with a gray asphalt shingle 
roof will look smaller.

A—A new roof unquestionably 


is needed. Roofing will give many 
years of service but wears out un- 
iformly, and the first leak in a 
roof that has had plenty of wear 
is a sign that the entire roof cov- 
ering needs to me 
renewed. 


Patching is futile. The recom- 
mended way to reroof economical- 
ly is to use asphalt shingles which 


l-can be applied directly on top.of 
"most old materials. This saves 


the expense of tearing the worn 
out roofing off. 


Q—What can be done to keep 


moisture from condensing on cold 
water pipes?,* . 


A—The pipes can be insulated. 


Several types of Insulating mate- 
rial can be used. A prefabricated 
type is split lengthwise so that it 
can easily be placed around the 


-pipe. Other insulating materials 
r*are wrapped around the pipe. A 


third type is a mastic compound, 
which is applied to the pipe by 
hand.

Caulking—Caulking is the proc- 


ess of .-sealing joints against the 
weather;. Joints around door and 
window frames are usually caulk- 
ed. A mastic compound isMiaed. 


Scratch coat—The first coat of 


plaster on a wall. It is scratched 
with.a tool,"forming a rough sur- 
face'to'wnlcn the second coat will 
adhere 
firmly. 
' 


Riser—In a'stairway, a riser is 


the upright piece connecting stair 
treads.' „ 


Lintel—A lintel ia the horizon- 


tal load-supporting beam at the 


top of a window opening or a 
doorway. 


Louver—An opening in a wall 


to allow free circulation of air in- 
side. Air circulation lessens mois- 
ture condensation. 
- 


Jamb—The vertical piece at the 


side of a door or window opening. 


Baker joint—A masonry joint in 


which the outer surface of the mor- 
tar is scraped away to form 
groove. The* groove then outlines 
the masonry units—bricks or con- 
crete blocks. 


Header brick—A brick laid with 


its end, instead'of its. side, toward 
the surface of the wall.

To Restrict Spread of Fire 


Farm building should be sit- 


uated to keep fir* from spread- 
ing easily from;*one building to 
another. 


It is easy for sparks to- jump 


the gap when buildings ar« clot* 
to one another. At a general rule, 
130 feet between', buildings Is con- 
sidered a safe distance. 


Hie direction .of prevailing winds 


should be taken into account. If 
the house, the barn, and other 
main structures are placed in a 
line that runs at a right angle to 
the usual wind direction, chances 
are good that sparks'will blow 
harmlessly to one side. 


As a further safeguard against 


flying sparks, ally buildings should 
be protected by asphalt roofing or 
other fire-resistant material, says 
the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation. Sparks .from field fires 
and trash fires are as great a haz- 
ard as sparks from burning build- 
ings. Fire-resistant roofing is es- 
sential because the roof is the 
largest surface of a building on 
which sparks are fikely to fall. 


Asphalt Roofing 
Versatile Stuff 


The same fundamental kind of 


roofing material that Is used on 
most American homes 1» also 
made in a variety of styles suit- 
able for all other kinds of buildings 
—from little poultry range houses 
to tall office buildings. 


Asphalt shingles, according to 


the Department of Commerce, are 
used on 80 per cent of the new 
homes built in the United States. 
Other asphalt roofing materials 
are roll roofings and saturated 
felts, which are used in the fabri- 
cation of "built-up" roofs for flat- 
root structures. 


Weights of asphalt roofings vary 


from 45 pounds to 325 pounds per 
square. A square is the amount of 
material needed to cover 100 
square feet of roof surface.

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Coming Months Can Tell Tale of • 


UN Bombs7 Toll in Korea 


Last June 24 United Nations planes in Korea suddenly 
started bombing North Korean targets that had been "off 
limits" up to that time. They went after the big power plants 
near the Yalu river. It was the signal for a step-up m the 
Allied effort to cripple the enemy. 


They have been at it for more than four months now, and 
it's fair to examine the results. Gen. Mark Clark's intelli- 
gence staff, in a summing-up released to the magazine U. S. 
News and World Report, declares that North Korea's power 
web is virtually paralyzed and its industry almost completely 
shut down. In addition, railroads have been reduced to 2 per 
cent of their normal operations. 


Intelligence accounts say we did so much damage to 


power installations that the North Korean communications 
system collapsed. Radio stations had to go off the air. Small 
generator unit* helped restore some service. But right now 
Bute power is available for lighting, irrigation is drastically 
curbed and industry is suffering heavily. 


Most big plants had been effectively wiped off the map 
earlier in the war. This time hundreds of small factories and 
repair shops are taking the blow. The food supply and much 
war material formerly produced in North Korea must now be 
brought in from outside sources. 


Yet all this-has not seriously affected the condition and 


morale of Communist armies in the field. They are better 
fed than ever, adequately equipped and well clothed. 


Partly this may be due to the lag in the effect of Allied 


blows. Possibly there will be less materiel in the Red pipe- 
line* a few months hence. For another thing, police state 
organization permits every available scrap of. food and equip- 
ment to be brought to bear on the war situation, thus mini- 
mising the impact of the damage. And, finally, Russia and 
China may well have sharply stepped up aid to the Chinese 
and North Korean forces to compensate for economic losses 
in the bombing zones. 
; 


The next few months should- tell the tale. If* air'bom- 


bardment can really cut seriously into the combatant's 
strength in the field, the evidence ought to begin to be felt 
before long. So far it's an inconclusive story. 
Chinese Give Thanks, Too-For Terror 


In Red China, this is "Love Russia" month. The Chinese 


people have been through many ordeals since Japan went to 
war upon them in 1937. But perhaps they have faced no 
greater test than this which now confronts them. 


They are being asked to make public display of affection 


for the country which helped saddle them with the most 
brutal reign of terror the Chinese have ever known. Russia's 
hand upon China has spelled death in roadside ditches, crush- 
ing taxes, exhausting exploitation of the "masses" they pro- 
fess to champion. 


For all this the Chinese must now be thankful. It's 
enough to strain any man's sense of etiquette.

Fate of WSB, Coal Miners9 Wage Case Raises Lots of Interesting Speculation 


WASHINGTON-(NEA)-Specul*Uonon the final out* 


come of the coal wag* case ha* ral**d a number of in- 
teresting possibilities, stabilization Director Roger L. 
Putnam is soon expected to announce whether the Wage 
Stabilization Board'* decision stand* or fall*. Under the 
WSB finding, the miner* would be allowed only $1.50 a 
day of the $1.90 wage increase John U Lewi* contracted 
for with the coal operators. 


The easy way out would be for Mr. Putnam to say 


that the miner* could have the extra 40 cent* in added 
vacation pay, extra holiday* or other fringe benefit*. 
This, however, might be regarded a* *uch an obvious 
subterfuge that it would make the decision ridiculous. 
Also, it might not be acceptable to either the United Mine 
Worker* or the coal operator*. 


When the new contract was being negotiated, Harry 


M. Moses, president of the Bituminou* Coal Operator* as- 
sociation. I* reported to have insisted that no fringe in- 
creases be granted beyond the 10-cent-per-ton rise in roy- 
alty payment* to the health and welfare fund. 


There 1* considerable reason to believe that Mr. 


Putnam will not dare upset the finding of hi* own Wage 
Stabilization Board. If that is so. the only way the min- 
ers could get a straight wage Increase would be to go out 
on strike again. Then the President might arrange an- 
other White House settlement, giving John L. Lewis what 
he wanted. 


Mr. Lewis' justification for a straight wage raise 


above the WSB wage ceiling formula is that the miners 
work on the average only 200 days a year. Their actual 
take-home pay might therefore Be an Increase leas than 
the allowable maximum under W8B regulations, which 
apply to wage rates only—not take-home pay. 


WSB ON THIS SPOT 


Any settlement of the coal wage case higher than the 


stabilization formula of a 10 per cent-plus-cost-oMiving 
Increase would put the Wage Stabilization Board on the 
spot. 
If the coal miners prove they can break the for- 


mula, every other union with a wage case coming before 
the board will want to break it. 


There would be several development* to watch for In 


case that happened. The public member* of the board 


might resign in protest, feeling that their task was hope- 
lea*. 


Report* that the Industry member* of the board 


threatened to resign during consideration of the coal 
waga caae are denied. 
Industry member* have felt 


that it was wrong for the labor member* of the old board 
to w*Jk out over the steel wage caae. The industry mem- 
ber* therefore can't gracefully walk out now. 


When the labor members walked out over the steel 


«a*e. Eric Johnston, then stabilization director, became 
in fact wage boss. 
Any similar breakup of the WSB 


now would make Mr. Putnam boss. With 22 wage regu- 
lation* now on the books, the country might get more 
•iabiiuauon under a one-man administration than it 
now get* from a full wage board, torn apart by dissen- 
sion*.

COURTEOUS RESIGNATION 


Official word from Federal Reserve Board is that 


William McChesney Martin, Jr.. 46-year-old chairman of 
the board, will probably offer his resignation to the new 
President. This will be done as a matter of courtesy, and 
not because he has to. 


Mr. Martin was appointed as a member of the Fed- 


eral Reserve Board by President Truman for a term end- 
Ing in 1958.. When Thomas B. McCabe resigned as board 
chairman, President Truman named Mr. Martin to suc- 
ceed him (or the term ending April 2, 1955. 


Mr. Martin wouldn't have to resign until then, if he 


didn't want to. But'shortly before the election. Mr. Mar- 
tin decided to offer his resignation to the new President, 
no matter who It was. sometime soon after he takes of- 
fice. 


The precedent for this was set by Eugene Meyer, who 


was chairman of the Federal Reserve Board when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took office. Mr. Meyer .tried three times 
to resign before F. D. R. finally accepted it.

Swelling of the mucous mem- 


brane which lines the sinuses lets 
pus and mucus secretion gather 
Inside the sinuses and this produces 
pressure sensation*. If the accu- 


made to flow out by enlarging the 
opening, or can be washed out, at 
least temporary relief is often ob- 
tained. 


The injection 
of drugs which 


shrink the mucous membrane ts 
often helpful. This shrinking may 
open the passageways temporarily 
and thus enlarge the air space. 
' When the sinuses are chronically 
inflamed such simple measure* 
are less likely to help. Sometimes 
surgery 1* used to make a perma- 
ment passageway for drainage. 
Even this, however, does not al- 
ways bring relief and many people 
continue to complain even when a 
wide opening is present. 


The sulfa drugs and other prep- 


arations are sometimes injected or 
sprayed directly into the sinuses

lature had to determine such a 
contest. 


The machinery sot up for it pro-

If a contest 
petition is filed, a joint legislative 
committee would be named to take 
testimony from both sides.

ington on Thursday for his parole 
from the Lcwisburg, Pa., federal 
penitentiary.

may have been a slow reader, but 
as a boy he could read material 
that would baffle today'* young- 
ster, nays a language expert at 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 


Dr. William E. Bull, associate 


professor of Spanish, who has spent 
years studying the mechanics of 
language and how it is taught, 
made this observation today about 
grandpa and your own little jun- 
ior: 


"When granddad was a boy, he 


was handed a book with all the 


seldom used words left la It and 
taught to reaii it. The moat fre- 
^uentty 
used 
words—pronouns, 


simple verbs, conjunctions—he 
learned alrrost unconsciously be- 
cause of their constant repetition. 
Consequently, his attention and 
time was concentrated on learning 
a constant stream of coatent-bear- 
ing words, mostly nouns. 


"Today's 6-year-old knows the 


1,000 most often used words before 
he starts school. We add another 
1,000 
or 2,000 words to his basic 


grammar and we carefully restrict 
the 
number 
of content^bearing 


words. I call the frequently used 
words 'linguistic cement' because 
they hold the meaningful words 
together. 


"The 
student, therefore, who 


learns only the common words is 
over-supplied with cement fad un- 
der-supplied with tHsngs to be-ce- 
mented together."
